ILLUMINATING GAS POISON 


A great many houscd-up Individuals suffer from 


mild chronic illuminating gas poisoning thru tho 
winter months, without apparently suspecting what 
is wrong with their health. It is strange how many 
householders will breathe an atmosphere hisl>lv 
polluted with illuminating gas. with its character- 
istic odor which assails the seni^ of a visitor, and 
yet make no move to stop the harmful 
leak or 


leaks. 


Altho carbon monoxide is th'e chief poisonous ele- 


ment or ingredient in illuminating gas, it is prob- 
ably not so much the carbon monoxide In tho gas 
as it is certain other substances, such as benzene 
or benzol, which account for the undermining of 
health in chronic mild Illuminating gas poisoning. 
Carbon monoxide is not a systematic poison like 
opium or arsenic: it merely asphyxiates by crowding 
out necessary oxygen from tho hemoglobin in the 
blood, tho hemoglobin being tho oxygen-carrier of 
tho body. Flies and other insects which have no" 
hemoglobin are immune to carbon monoxide: can- 
aries and other birds are so susceptible that they 
are used as indicators in mines. But illuminating 
gas poisons flies that arc not injured by carbon 
monoxide, and it is tho benzol .that docs the busi 
less. This benzol in illuminating gas (added by 
carburetion with petroleum) acts upon the blood 
corpuscles and hemoglobin destructively, much the 
same as the pain-killer or fatigue-killer or sense' 
lumbing coal tar derivatives, acetaniiide, phenacc' 
in. aspirin and the like act. A very common cause 
oC anemia and a train of bymptoms which are mis' 
nterpreted by the victims and for the relief of 
vhich all sorts of useless or harmful nostrums aio 
•ainly employed. 
All gas pipes in dwellings and shops where gas is 


used should be carefully tested for leaks at least 
>nce a year, but not with? matches. The test should 
>e made with a pressure gauge. Small leaks Irom 
oose stopcocks, from flexible tubing 
on stoves, 


amps, pressing irons and other portable fixtures, 
hould be stopped. When a. naked gas flame or jet 
iares and jumps, it is not only wasting gas, but 
oisoning the atmosphere with unburncd gas. 
By the time the cold season is well- along a large

Chiefly an Army Sport 


Since then the fencing clubs have 


been maintained chiefly by officers of 
the Army and Navy- Fencing always 
attracts some college students, too. 
In fact, many of our swordsmen today 
are college trained men. But fencing 
draws small crowds compared with 
^football and tennis,-and this accounts 
partly' lor the small number of swords- 
men developed by the colleges. In con- 
tinental Europe fencing tournaments 
are backed by public interest. Cham- 
pion teams go from place to place, as 
the tennis stars do, to compete in 
well-attended matches. 


In spite of the slump in fencing in 


this country, we did get - together 
enough good swordsmen to make up a 
team for the Antwerp Olympic Games. 


The story goes that' when this team 


won third place against th« crack 
teams of Europe, there wae much 
surprise. The captain of the Belgian 
team came to Major F. W. Honeycutt, 
captain of the Americans, and asked 
if it could be true that tho American 
fencers had won from the strong 


Danish team. Major Honeycutt said 
it was true. Then, please accept m> 
most 
cordial congratulations," said 


the Belgian. "You know,- you Atner 
leans were not supposed to win from 
anybody." 


At thcso games, the British anc
